UNCERTAINTY 
By JOHN D. C. WELDON, 
in The Magazine of Wall Street 

A wave of fear and misgiving has swept over 
many investors and many business men. Des- 
pite the efforts of the Government to stabilize 
values, they have seen security and commodity 
prices melt away in recent months more serious- 
ly than at any time since the New Deal ended 
the great 1929-1933 deflation. They have seen 
business morale crumble and they see the tan- 
gible beginnings of some kind of a business 
recession. 

Yet in point of vulnerability our position to- 
day is indefinitely stronger than it was in 1929; 
and that in point of potentiality for economic 
progress it is likewise far stronger than at the 
crest of the last boom. We shall do so by factual 
comparison of the two periods as to all import- 
ant elements of strength or weakness—but let us 
begin by noting a most significant psychological 
difference between today’s setting and that of 
1929. 

The psychology of 1929 was overwhelmingly 
optimistic. Few could see a cloud in the sky. 
The talk was mainly of a “New Era” of perma- 
nent good times. 
the blue, yet illusion was Slow to die. The situa- 
tion, everybody said, was “fundamentally 
sound.” We were seeing but a reaction. All of 
the favorable factors were emphasized; and the 
unfavorable were unseen. 

Today the prevailing psychology is one of 
doubt, urcertainty — a questioning attitude. 
Everybody can clearly see numerous clouds in 
the sky. Men are cautious. They were “caught” 
in the 1929 debacle and don’t propose to let them- 
selves be found out “on the limb” again. 


MAY BE SIGNIFICANT 

Political observers in Canada may be suffi- 
ciently unsophisticated to accept the statements 
from Ottawa that the visit of Secretary of State 
Hull, from Washington, to the Canadian capital 
is merely a courtesy call to discuss the weather 
or the beautiful colorings of the autumn leaves 
or the latest antics of the Marx brothers. But it 
is not likely. 

- Nor doés thé arrival of Hon. Vincent Massey, 
Canadian high commissioner at London, at this 
particular time lend itself to the theory of co- 
incidence. 

Indeed, the repeated assurances that the event 
is purely social suggest that Ottawa “doth pro- 
test too much.” 

% % % 

It will be remembered that after Mr. King’s 
“social” visit to the White House last Spring, he 
went to London and immediately plans began 
for & trade treaty between Britain and the Unit- 
ed States. Since then difficult negotiations have 
gone forward which, apart entirely from what 
they do for trade, are aimed at a treaty which 
will bring the two great English-speaking coun- 
tries closer together in understanding, mytual 
Tespect and co-operation. These negotiations 
are @ major item in the drive for peace. 

But such @ treaty requires decided changes 
in the trading arrangements of Canada. If the 
United States gets a concession from Britain that 
competes with Canada, then an equivalent con- 
cession must be given Canada by the United 
States. And so it is around the circle. That re- 
quires an immense amount of arranging. 

Finally, if Canada and the United States are 
willing to consider these visits purely friendly, 
social calli, it is hardly likely some other nations, 
such as Japan, Germany and Italy, will look 
upon them as being without significance.—Sas- 
katoon Star-Phoeniz,

Fish is a good source of potassium, phos- 
phorus and sulphur; and in addition the salt 
water fish contain food iodine, which latter sub- 
stance is of value to the thyroid gland. 

In my practice, I often suggest that patients 
use fish in the diet and especially recommend 
the following: Sole, halibut, sea bass, pickerel, 
fresh cod, tom cod,’ perch and black bass. All of 
these are easily digested. Those in good health 
who wish a changé may use the canned varieties 
of fish, such as tuna and salmon, 

There are those who prefer the whole fish 
and think that its flavor is superior to fillet of 
fish. This may be true when the fish may be 
secured fresh, but the tendency of the fish 
merchants is to get away frorn the whole fish and 
offer more fillets for sale. 

It is more difficult to keen the whole fish and 
if the whole fish is used it is very important that 
the meat be in good condition. The eyes should 
be bright and shiny. The gills should be bright 
red rather than a faded color. The flesh should 
be firm and elastic and should not dent easily 
when pressed with the tip of the finger. 

The fillet is the thick, flat, muscular part of 
the fish after the bones, skin afd internal organs 
have been renioved. Filleting fish is done at the 
fish houses as soon as the boats dock, the fillet 
part heing removed.very quickly and then im- 
mediately put oh ice. The fillet is by far the best 
part of the fish. The.head and fins haye no food 
value, and practically all of the edible portion of 
the fish is contained in the fillet. 

While fish has been encased in a block of ice 
and then cooked through in a thorough manner 
by the use of short radio waves, most of you will 
have to find some other method of cookery. Fish 
may be boiled, broiled, grilled, fried, baked or 
stewed. Broiling and baking are the best 
methods to use inasmuch as they preserve all of 
the nourishing elements and do not interfere 
with the digestibility of the fish. 

When serving fish it is a good plan to use to- 
matces at the same meal, inasmuch as the acid of 
the tomato seems to help in the digestion of the 
fish. I therefore suggest that you serve a salad 
of lettuce and tomatoes along with the fish meal. 
Lemon seems to combine tastily with fish and 
may be used as a garnish.

A Day in Canadian History 


| By FRED WILLIAMS 

| One hundred years agp today is 
| considered by many people to have 
been the commencement of the re- 
| bellion in Lower Canada. All 
| through that summer there had 
| been. despite Lord Gosford’s pro- 
poms maeny meetings of protest, 


especially in the Richelieu district. 
At the very first of these meetings 
| at St, Ours, not only had resolutions 
| protesting the policy of Westmin- 
ster been carried, but it had been 
| egreed to decline to purchase any 
| British made goods. The supporters 
j;of the government, who called 
| themselves the Constitutionalists, 
held counter meetings, so that pub- 
lic opinion wés much excited. 

| The climax of the popular agita- 
tion was reached at a great meet- 
ing, October 23, 1837, at St. Charles, 
Richelieu, which meeting has since 
| been regarded as ine real start of 
| the rebellion bzcause it precipitated 
| armed actica by the crown author- 
ities. Over 6,000 people were pres 
ent, They listened to Papineau and 
Dr. O'Calleghan, as well as to 13 
| members of the Assembly, Dr. Wol- 
|fred Nelson, the chairman (of 
British blood with a valiant record 
in the war with the United States) 
in introducing Papineau, declared 
that the “people must be prepared 
|to meet violence by violence”; but 
| Papineau, the beloved leader, was 
|} more peaceful, He used strong 
language in denouncing the British 
policy and proclamations of 
| Lord Gosford, but counselled the 
| people “to resirict themselves to 
| constitutional agitation.” 

| Here the orator wes interrupted 
by the chairman: “I differ trom 
Mr, Papineau,” shouted Dr, Nelson. 
“lL maintain that the time has ar- 
rived to east our spoons into 
bullets!” 

Despite Papineau's pacific utter- 
ances, extremely violent language 
was used by many speakers, Dr. 
Cote closing his speech with the re- 
mark: “The time for speeches is 
past! It is bullets that we must now 
dispatch for our enemies!”

more in line with that given the) 
people of Windsor, Ontario, by the 
same Jules E. Fortin and his Bond 
Dealers’ Association who hung 2} 
burden of debt on the people of} 
this city for the next thirty years,’ 
said Mayor Clarke. 

Pointing cut the difference be- 
tween the Windsor and the Edmon- 
ton settlement Mayor Clarke said 
that Windsor, Ontario, received a 
settlement of their $32,000,000 of 
bonded indebtedness on a basis of 
interest rates of from 1% to 4% 
per cent and a tax mill rate of 40 
mills, this being considered the 
most that could be levied without 
confiscating the property of the 
taxpayers. 

WIPED OFF $3,000,000 

“In addition to the large cut in 
interest rates some $3,000,000 of ac- 
crued interest owing by Windsor 
was wiped off entirely, and the re- 
sult is that Windsor is now able to 
meet its obligations and maintain 
all its services with a tax mill rate 
of 40 mills,” said the mayor. 

“This settlement was effected by 
Jules E. Fortin and his Bond Deal- 
ers’ Association under pressure of 
Premier Hepburn of Ontario, who 
stated that he would not permit any 
actions against distressed munici- 
palities if they were required to 
pay interest rates in excess of an 
average of 3 per cent.” 

Contrasting the two settlements, 
Mayor Clarke pointed out that the 
Edmonton city council had made a 
unanimous request to Mr. Fortin’s 
Bond Dealers’ Association for a cut 
in the interest rates of 4%, 5, 6 and! 
7 per cent which were being 
charged Edmonton, and that after 
a long investigation by Mr, Fortin 
a settlement plan was submitted to 
Edmonton of extending over a 
period of 30 years the $26,000,000 of 
the city’s outstanding bonds, but 
with no reduction in interest rates

NO PLEBISCITE ALLOWED 
“The Fortin plan provided that 
the city could sell approximately 
$3,000,000 of the saleable securities 
held in the city’s sinking fund to 
provide the city with immediate 
cash for civic improvements and 
the payment of the bank overdraft,” 
said Meyor Clarke. “This plan was 
accepted by a majority of the 
aldermen and was approved by the 
Edmonton members of the provin- 
cia] legislature with the single ex- 
of Hon. D. B. Mullen.

DAVIES FLOWS 
AT HIGH RATE

CALGARY. Oct. 33—Davies Roy- 
alite No, 2 kicked off cxtly Friday 
afternoon following avidizing, with 
the largest flush flow ever 
in the vrude area of Turner Val- 
ley, for several hours after the well 
was opened, it flowed at an av- 
erage rate of more than 210 bar- 
rels an Hour, a flush of more than 
5,000 barrels per day. 

Even before acidizing, Davies No. 
2 was the ler well in the field, 
with a normal flow of about 2,000 
barrels daily, and a pro-rated 
of 1,400. The gas flow is the largest 
in the field. 

The well was treated with 10,000 
gallons of acid late Thursday, and 
kicked off about 1:30 Friday after- 
noon. Official production figures 
on the well will be rel on 
Monday, according to Maynard J. 
Davies, president of the company. 
The well is now settling and 
although settled luction cannot 
be accurately imated #0 early, 
Davies No. 2 is expected to show & 
substantial increase over the former 
normal flow of 2,000 barrels daily. 

Prairie Royalties, which blew 
into production early Friday morn- 
ing, appears to be a big well. No 
official figures, however, will be 
released until the well has settled, 
Usually reliable field reports state 
the well will yield between 600 and 
800 barrels daily on steady flow, 
The gas flow is one of the largest 
in the crude area, being éstimated 
at nearly ten million cubic feet 
daily.

COWPER CLAIM 


Citizens’ Committee Candi- 
date Waiting to be Told 
What to Say 


Twe and a querter million del- 
late of bonds in the city's Sink- 
ing Fund are in default, stated J. 
8. Cowper, Independent candidate 
for Mayor in an election address 
at the South Side Library on Fri- 
Gay night. He argued that this 
money, leaned to ether mun- 
tctpalities, could have financed a 
better housing scheme. saving the 
city from loss providing better 
homens and yielding employment 
and taxation revenue. 

Mr. Cowper was defending his 
four per cent non-profit better 

housing scheme from the accusation 
that it would not be possible to 
obtain money ai that rate for build- 
ing purposes, He pointed out thai) 
the Dominion stands ready to ad- 
vance a quarter of the money the 
Housing Commission will need at 3 
per cent interest and expressed 
confidence that the remaining 75 
per cent of the money required 
could be raised at 4 per cent. 


VICTORIA REFUNDING 

“The City of Victoria is now 
refunding its debt at 3 per cent in- 
terest and I have recvived an offer 
to refund the entire civic debt of 
Edmonton with a new issue of 3 per 
cent bonds at 97—which over a 20 
year riod would work out at 
about 3. t,” the candidate 
declared, 

He pointed to the City of Van- 
couver raised $1,000,000 to build a 
new city hall with 3 per cent 
“baby bonds” bought by the public 
and some taken by the contractor. 
“Why shouldn't business men and 
savings depositors buy housing de- 
bentures at 4 per ceit, getting more 
than twice the present rate of bank 
interest and knowing their invest- 
ment will produce work for the 
workless and added business for 
business houses?” he asked, 


BOND DEFAULT 

It was in maveenens that a por- 
tion of the sinking funds of the 
city should be invested in 4 per 
cent Housing Debentures that Mr. 
Cowper made his statement in re- 
gard to the defaulting of nearly 
$2,250,000 of the bonds held by the 
sinking fund trustees. 

Reading from the last published 
report of the Sinking Fund trustees, 
Mr. Cowper said they had purchas- 
ed $179,500 for 4 per cent deben- 
tures issued by the City of Prince 
Rupert, paying par value for them. 

“This was a pleasant gesture to 
our neighbors on the Pacific coast 
to let them have $179,500 at 4 per 
cent, but charity begins at home,” 
he said. “We could use that $179,- 
500 with far better security, give 
equal interest and yield large indi- 
rect returns in new taxation, in- 
creased utility profits and reduction 
of unemployment relief costs, by 
financing a Housing Commission to 
build needed homes for our own 
people,” he argued. 

WINDSOR SITUATION 

Another item to which he drew 
attention was that of $164,000 in- 
vested in bonds of the city of Wind- 
sor, Ontario. “Windsor is one of the 
cities under default,” he said, “Mr. 
Fortin who came here and engin- 
eered a plan whereby the City of 
Edmonton is given 30 years to dis- 
charge its $26,000,000 debt on a basis 
of from 4% to 7 per cent, also en- 
gineered a plan for the extension of 
the debt of the City of Windsor on 
a basis of 1% to 4 per cent. Nota 
cent of the $164,000 of Edmonton 
money we loaned to the City of 
Windsor can return us more than 4 
per cent during the lifetime of the 
Fortin Plan—and may yield us as 
low as 1% per cent. 

How much better had that $164,- 
000 be invested in 4 per cent Hous- 
ing Debentures of the City of Ed- 
monton, creating employment for 
artisans and helpers, reducing our | 
unemployment relief costs, creating 
markets for building materials and 
house furnishings, adding to the 
profits of our utilities, increasing 
the taxable resources of the city, 
adding to the health and beauty of 
the city and making it possible for 
residents to get high-class homes at 
a 4 per cent Basis.”
